This Bill (hr 6277) applies specifically to the military and will affect 
military personnel detailed to CIA but will not apply to civilians who have 
similar coverage under the provisions of the following statutes; 

a, P. L. 110 which authorizes 90 days storage in conjunction with a 
PCS outside the United States, its Territories and possessions, and which 
further authorizes permanent storage of household goods for those individuals 
assigned to emergency areas. 

b, ^ P. L. 600 as Implemented by Executive Order 9805 (amended) which 
authorizes 60 days storage of household goods in connection with a PCS 
within the United States, its Territories and possessions. 

It should be noted, however, that an Inequity appears to exist in P.L. 110 
in that permanent storage of household goods =is authorized only for those 
indivldu^s aligned to an emergency area.

Frequently W(ught allowances to overseas areas are restricted. For 
example, during the Korean emergency the weight allowance to Japan 
was limited to 2,000 pounds, or 25 percent of a member's weight allow- 
ance, whichever is gi'cater. At that, period a secoml licui tenant whose 
weight allowanc(‘ was 6,000 pounds could ship oni.y 2,000 pounds to 
Japan and was required to store the rc^maining pounds in the United 
States. By separat ing storage en titl(nnents from tra risporta tion rights, 
and aiithoiizing smfi storage in commercial facilities, the 4,000 [>ounds 
could have been stored in a warehouse at point of origin.

This proposal is a part of the Department of Defense legislative program for 
1955, and the Bureau of the Budget has advised that there would be no objection 
to its transmittal to the Congress for consideration. The Department of the 
Army has been designated as the representativcuiof the Department of Defense 
for this legislation. It is recommended that this proposal be enacted by the 
Congress, 

PURPOSE OF THE LEGISLATION 

This proposal would amend section 303 (c) of the Career Compensation Act of 
1949 to provide that members of the uniformetl iservices may be authorized, in 
connection with a change in station, nontemporar^ storage of baggage and house- 
hold effects in Government facilities, or in commercial facilities whenever such 
storage is considered to be more economical to tie Government. However, the 
proposal does impose two limitations; namely, that the W'cight stored plus the 
weight transported in connection with the change of station may not exceed the 
maximum weight limitation fixed by regulations, and also that such storage shall 
not be authorized for a period longer than 1 year following separation from the 
service, except that the respective Secretaries may; authorize continuation in cases 
where a member is confined to a hospital or undoipoing medical treatment on the 
date of separation. ' 

Principally, nontemporary storage of baggage and household goods is necessary 
to store such goods of military personnel who are moved overseas and particularly 
in those cases where movement of household gipods to the overseas station is 
restricted for military or for other reasons. For example, overseas shipments of 
household effects ordinarily are not to be made b^ military personnel until there 
has been a determination of what furniture is ^required at the overseas duty 
station. This prevents shipments of unnecessary items of furniture to overseas 
duty stations where partially furnished quarters are available for military personnel 
with dependents. 

Although section 303 of the Career Compensat^n Act of 1949 provides for the 
temporary storage of baggage and household goods, it makes no specific provision 
for nontemporary storage of such goods. The section therefore has been inter- 
preted as prohibiting direct expenditures for non temporary storage in commercial 
facilities. Consequently, such storage is affected hi Government depots, resulting 
in considerable expense because of the necessity for packing, crating, and trans- 
porting the goods to Government depots. The proposed legislation is distinctly 
an economy measure since, if enacted, it would inake possible the utilization of 
commercial storage facilities, either local or clever at hand than Government 
depots, thus eliminating to a large degree packing and crating as well as reducing 
' costs for the transportation haul. The proposed legislation also is in line with 
current policies for performance of services on a (contractual basis to broaden the 
mobilization base and for the extension of militai^^ contracts to small businesses.

The Committee on Armed Services, to whom was referred the bill 
(H. R. 6277) to amend subsection 303 (c) of the Career Compensation 
Act of 1949 relating to transportation and storage of household goods 
of military personnel on permanent change, of station, having con- 
sidered the same, report favorably thereon without amendment and 
recommend that the bill do pass. 

PURPOSE OF THE im.L 

The purpose of this legislation, in amending section 303 (c) of the 
Career Compensation Act of 1949, is to provide statutory authority for 
nontemporary storage of household efrec.ts of military personnel in 
Government facilities or in commercial facilities when the latter is 
more economical. Presently there is no stiitutory authority for the 
storage of such goods in either Governimmt or commercial facilities 
even though for some years household goods have been placed in 
Government facilities on a space-available basis. 

INSTANCES WHERE NONTEMPORARY STORAGE IS UTILIZED 

The nontemporary, or permanent, storage of household effects is 
used primarily in instances where military: members are transferred 
overseas and are permitted to sliip none/or only a portion of their 
household effects. To a small extent such storage is used where 
members are hospitalized pending retirement or discharge from 
military service. 
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USE OF COMMERCIAL FACILITIES ALREADY AUTHORIZED FOR TEMPORARY 

STORAGE 

^ Under the joint travel regulatioiiB promulgated hy the Secretaries 
of the services in the implementation of section 303 (c) of the Career 
Compensation Act temporary storage of household goods is authorized 
at Government expense in either Government or conunercial facilities 
whenever necessary in connection with a permanent change of station 
or because of conditions beyond the control of the military member. 
Temporary storage does not normally exceed a period of 6 months. 

POSSIBLE SAVINGS THROUGH USE OP COMMERCIAL FACILITIES 

The Department of (])efense estimates that had (*omriU‘rcial facilities 
been available for nontemporary storage during bscal year 1955, 
about $9 million could have been saved within the entire Department, 
based upon the amount of household goods moved into storage during 
that fiscal year. Siicli savings are [possible because' of the fact that 
Govormnent-ownod fa<ulities are wide ly separated aiui gi-eater paching 
and shipping costs arci involved as compared to the storage of sucli 
goods in a commercial facility near the location of the household 
effects.

PURPOSE OF THE :^ILL 

The purpose of this legislation, in amending section 303 (c) of the 
Career Compensation Act of 1949, is to provide statutory authority for 
nontemporary storage of household elTecis of military personnel in 
Government facilities or in coinraercial facilities when the latter is 
more economical. Presently there is no statutory authority for the 
storage of such goods in either Government or commercial facilities 
even though for some years household ^oods have been placed in 
Government facilities on a space-available basis. 

INSTANCES WHERE NONTEMPOR.XRY STORAGE IS UTILIZED 

The nontemporary, or permanent, storage of household effects is 
used primarily in instances whore military members are transferred 
overseas and are permitted to ship nomv, or only a portion of their 
household effects. To a small extent such storage is used where 
members arc hospitalized pending rctif(iment or discharge from 
military service.

USE QF COMMERCIAL FACILITIES ALREADY AUrHORiZET) FOR TEMPORARY 

STORAGE 

Under the joint travel regulations promulgated by the Secretaries 
of the services in the implementation of section 303 (c) of the Career 
Compensation Act temporary storage of hoi:^ehold goods is authorized 
at Government expense in either Government or commercial facilities 
whenever necessary in connection with a permanent change of station 
or because of conditions beyond the control of the military member. 
Temporary storage does not normally exceed a period of 6 months. 

POSSIBLE SAVINGS THROUGH USE OF COMMERCIAL FACILITIES 

The Department of Defense estimates that had commercial facilities 
been available for nontemporary storage during fiscal year 1955, 
about $9 million could have been saved within the entire Department, 
based upon the amount of household goods moved into storage during 
that fiscal year. Such savings are possible because of the fact that 
Government-owned facilities are widely sej)arated and greater packing 
and shipping costs are involved as compan'.d to the storage of such 
goods in a commercial facility near the location of the household 
effects. It should be noted that commercial facilities would be used 
only where it is more economical and to theindvantage of the Govern- 
ment to use such space. 

An example of the hauling and backhauling of household goods, 
when only Government storage facilities are available, is as follows: 

On a transfer from Washington, D. C., tp an overseas station, the 
nearest available Government storage depot is Richmond, Va. If 
space is not available at this location, however, the next such depot 
available is located at Memphis, Tenn. \Vhen the soldier returns 
to this country, he may be assigned to tlie Nortlic'ast which would 
require that the goods would be backliaiiled past the station (Washing- 
ton, D. C.) from which the goods were originally forwarded. 

LIMITATIONS IN THE BILL 

The bill expressly provides that in no instances will the weight of 
household goods stored in connection wiih a permanent change of 
station exceed the limitations fixed by secretarial regulation, or 
otherwise fixed by law. Moreover, the contemporary storage of 
household effects is not authorized for a period longer than 1 year 
after the members are separated from miliitary service except where 
a member is confined in a hospital or undergoing medical treatment 
on the date of separation. ' 

DEPARTMENTAL DA^A 

This legislation is part of the Department of Defense legislative 
program for 1955 as indicated by the letter -printed below and hereby 
maae a part of the report.

imthcost: of the legislation 

This proposal would amend section 303 (e) of the Career O^rnpensation Act of 
1049 to provide that members of the uniformed services mav be authorized, in 
connection with a change in station, nontemporary storage of baggages and house- 
hold effects in Government facilities, or in commercial facilities whenever such 
storage is considered to be more economical to the Government. Howt.'ver, thc 5 
lu’oposal does impose two limitations; namely, that the weight stored |)lus the 
weight transported in connection with, the cliange of station may not exceed tlu^ 
maximum weight limitation fixed by regulations, and also that such storage sliall 
not be authorized for a period longer than 1 year following separation from the 
service, except that the resjxictive Secretaries may authorize continuation in cases 
wliere a member is confined to a hospital or undergoing medical t rea-tment on the 
date of separation. 

Principally, nonternporary storage of baggage and honseliold goods is necessary 
to store such goods of military personnel who are moved overseas and particularly 
in those cases where movement of household goods to the overseas station is 
restricted for military or for other reasons. For example, overs(^as shipments of 
houseliold effects ordinarily are not. to be made by military personnel until there 
has been a determination of ivhat furniture is required at t.lio overseas duty 
station. This prevents shipments of unnecessary items of furniture to overseas 
duty stations where partially furnished quarters are available for military person- 
rn4 with dependents. 

Although section 303 of tlic Career Compensation Act of 1949 provides for 
temporary storage of baggage and household goods, it makes no specific provision 
for nontemporary storage of such goods. The section thtjrefore has been inter- 
ineted as prohibiting direct expenditures for nont emporary storage in (joinmercaal 
facilities. Consequently, such storage is effected In Government «lepots, rosuh mg 
in considerable expense l.>ecaiise of the necessity for packing, crating, and trans- 
porting the goods to Government, depots. The propos<'d legislation is distinctly 
an economy measure since, if enacted, it wonld make |>ossible the utilization of 
commercial storage facilities, either local or closer at. hand than (jovernmoni 
depots, thus eliminating to a large degree packing and crating as well as reducing 
costs for the transportation haul. The proposed legislation abo is in line ^vith 
current policies for performance of services on a contractual basis to broaden the 
mobilization base and for the extension of military contracts tf» small businesses. 

LEGISLATIVK REFERENCES 

Similar legislai.ion to authorize the nonternporary storage of liouseliold goods in 
commercial facilities was proposed to the Committee on Appropriations, United 
States Senate, on June 20, 1952, as an amendment to section (>32, 11. 11. 7391 
(Public Law 488), 82d Congress, but was not enacted. 

COST AND BUDGET DATA 

Although it is impossible to accurately estimate the fiscal impact of this pro- 
posal, if enacted, it is known that unit expenditures for this purpose w^ould decrease. 
Estimated cost per hundred jiounds for packing, crating, transport ing, and storing 
household goods during fiscal year 1955 is as follows: Govt inment. facilit ies, 
$16.35; commercial facilities, $13.34.

economical to pay commercial storage charges than to pay the trans- 
portation costs on the household goods to such remote Government 
storage facility. In frequent cases the Government storage point is 
located in a direction opposite from the new duty station upon return 
from overseas. For example: On a transler from Washington, D. C., 
to an overseas station the nearest available Government storage depot 
is normally Richmond, Va. However, when spacer in that depot is not 
available for household goods, Memphis, Tenn,, may be the nearest 
point. Upon return to the United States, the owner might be assigned 
to New York, Boston, Mass., or to some other northeastern 
point. Consequently, the household goods would be backliauled 
toward or past the station from which originally forwarded. If, in 
such a case, commercial nontemporary storage is authorized, trans- 
portation costs other than from the old duty station to the assigned 
station upon return to the United States would be avoided.

For example, overseas shipments of 
household effects ordimirily are not to bo made by milita-ry personnel until there 
has lx‘en a determination of what furniture is required at tlie overseas duty 
station. Tliis jirevents shif>ments of unnecessary items of fiirnitnre to ovi^rseas 
<luty st ations where partially furnished quarters are available for military personnel 
with de pendents. 

Although section 303 of t he Career Compensation Act of lh49 provides fc^r the 
temporarv storage of baggage and household goods, it makes no specific provivSion 
for nontemporary storage of such goods. The section therefore lias been inter- 
preted as prohibiting dimer expenditures for nontemporary storage in commercial 
facilities. Consequently, such storage is affected in Government df‘pots, resultijig 
in considerable expense V)ecause of the necessity for packing, crating, and trans- 
porting the goods to (Government depots. The proposed legislation is distinctly 
an economy measure since, if enacted, it would make possible the utilization of 
commercial storage facilities, either local or closer at hand than Government 
depots, tliUvS eliminating to a large degree packing and crating as well as reduciiig 
costs for the transportation haul. The proposed legislation also is in line with 
current policies for performance of services on a contractual basis to broaden the 
mobilization base and for tlie extension of military contracts to small businosseus. 

LEGISLATIVE REFERENCES 

Similar legislation to authorize the nonternporap" storage of household goods In 
commercial facilities was proposed to the Committee on Appropriations, United 
States Senate, on June 29., 1952, as an amendment to secthui 932, H. R. 7391 
(Public Law 488), 82d Congress, but was not enacted. 

COST AND BUDGET DATA 

Although it is impossible to accurately estimate the fiscal impact of this pro- 
posal, if enacted, it is known that unit expenditures for this purpose would decrease. 
Estimated cost per hundred pounds for packing, crating, trans|)ortiag, and storing 
household goods during fiscal year 1955 is as follows: Government facilities, $10.35; 
commercial facilities, $13,34.

U*) In additioa l-o the allowances authorized above, under such conditions and 
limitations and for such ranks, grades, or ratings imd to and from such locations
